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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the species shown in figure 1 -1 Od in the reply 
filed on Sept. 23, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that all the 
species share the same concept of the invention. This is not found persuasive because 
even though they share the same concept they still are patentably distinct. Upon the 
allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to 
additional species written in dependant form or otherwise include all the limitations of an 
allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 2,5,7-15 and 1 7-23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on Sept. 23, 2005. 

Drawings 

3. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
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applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 24 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 24, "The 
footwear" should be "A footwear". In claim 24, line 6, "the vamp slot" should be "the 
vamp opening". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1,3,4,6,16,24 and 25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by US 2002/0194749 (Jones et al). 

Jones teaches a footwear (figures 1 1-20)having a spanning member (socket 
portion or front vamp portion 52), a rotatable member (ball portion 26), a pivotable 
tongue/pinwheel (rotatable tongue), and a pocket (cavity 32) at the end of the tongue 
wherein the tongue displays differing coloration or designs through the opening (see the 
last two sentences of paragraph #60. 
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Conclusion
